BOYNE FALLS — This winter 
season Boyne Mountain will cel- 
ebrate 60 years of winter fun high- 
lighted by many new offerings in- 
cluding new guns, lift and a Snow- 
Sports Academy. All the upgrades 
for on-hill improvements have to- 
taled nearly $2 million and Boyne 
Highlands has also expanded, with 
a mountaintop dinner, new family 
adventures with a lighted cross 
country trail; and bonfire and 
cocoa on the snowshoe trail.
